1 . Newly submitted claims 29-34 are directed to an invention that is independent or distinct from the 
invention originally claimed for the following reasons: The original claims are directed towards elevator 
position compensation based on load sensing/weight of the elevator car. The newly presented claims are 
directed towards re-leveling based on threshold limits. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented invention, this 
invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution on the merits. 
Accordingly, claims 29-34 are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a non-elected invention. 
See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

2. Claims 10,11-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Claim 10, method step d) states the cable length is adjusted rather than compensated for. 
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3. Claim 10 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

The calculation of the change in length of the rope/cable is not taught or reasonably suggested by 
the cited art of record. 

4. Claims 1 1-22 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. 

5. Claims 23-28 are allowed. 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 9-25-07 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
The examiner agrees with the arguments of claims 1-9, that the cited prior art does not teach the 
position compensation prior to an actual load change. 

Claim 10, rejection under 35 USC 112 is not corrected by applicant's response. 

The claim states "adjusting the cable system length by an amount based on the determined 

length change information". 

The examiner interprets this as an adjustment (change) of the cable system length. The instant 
invention does not appear to provide such an adjustment. 

Applicant's response of 9-25-07, page 12 states that "It is not the cable length for which 
compensation occurs". The examiner agrees that this is the case but the claim states that it does. 
It appears that applicant whishes to state that the position of the car in the shaft changes based 
on the cable length change determined in step C.
